Would Render Span Safer 


The possibility of a second 
deck on the Golden Gate Bridge 
came back to life today before 
the Golden Gate Bridge Building 
and Operating Committee. 
Engineers told the committee 
that a lower deck on the bridge 
Is not only feasible but could be 
added without making the bridge 
any heavier, and even would 
make it safer. 
Norman C. Raab, former chief 
of bay toll crossings, and engi­ 
neers from Tudor Engineering 
Co. of San Francisco presented 
plans for the second deck to 
the committee. Raab is a pri­ 


vate engineer, working with the 
Tudor Co. 
Raab said the second deck 
could be built in three and one- 
halt to four years for about 30 
million dollars, and could be 
financed with bridge revenues. 
He declared the second deck 
would be far more practical than 
waiting perhaps 20 years for a 
second bridge from San Fran­ 
cisco to Marin that would cost 
500 million dollars. 
The plan entails removing the 
sidewalks, electroliers, railings 
and some bracings from the up

WASHINGTON <AP (-A noth­ 
er 100 U.S. Marines were land­ 
ed in the strife-torn Dominican 
Republic today to protect Amer­ 
icans, as bloody fighting en­ 
gulfed Santo Domingo. 
None of the some 2.000 U.S.

It 
requested that the committee 
hold a public hearing to deter­ 
mine whether it will study coun- 
tywide unification. 


PUBLIC HEARING 
The committee said that if the 
petition represents 10 per cent 
of the electors of the district, it 
will call a public hearing. 
The petition said: 
‘‘In view of the failure of the 
Tamalpais unification measure, 
and failure to gain state board 
approval of the Tomales pro­ 
posal, and because of substan­ 
tial opposition to the Dixie-San 
Rafael proposal, we feel that this 
study might provide an equita­ 
ble solution to local objections 
which seem to prevent majority 
support of recent attem pts at 
1 consolidation.”

He also said that elections on 
a countywide basis would save 
the county money “ since unifi­ 
cation elections are required by 
law to be held every other year.

Phone Rates 


Cut, Refund 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P )-T h e 
State Supreme Court has ruled 
that Pacific Telephone Co. must 
reduce its rates and that cus­ 
tomers must not expect all of 
the refund ordered by the Cali­ 
fornia Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion. 


The unanimous opinion was 
handed down yesterday. 
On the question of lower rates, 
the court said the commission's 
order 
last June 
that 
Pacific 
Telephone must reduce its fu­ 
ture rate of return to 6.3 per 
cent from 6.75 per cent was “ in 
the bounds of reasonableness." 
The reduction would mean lower 
charges to customers. 
The court said, however, that 
the 
commission 
exceeded 
its 
authority when it ordered an $80 
million refund. Instead, it au­ 
thorized a refund of $36 million. 
This would amount to about $5 
for every single party line or $4 
for every two-party line. 
The court maintained that the 
commission was wrong in set­ 
ting July 1962 as the basis for 
figuring refunds. 


That was the month the com­ 
mission first inquired into P a ­ 
cific Telephone rates. 


Instead, the court said, June 
1964 must be used for calculat­ 
ing refunds. That was when the 
PUC issued the refund order. 
Figuring in the court’s ruling 
on lower rates was the new PUC 
policy that in the future will 
prohibit the telephone company 
from listing philanthropic dona­ 
tions as cost items when fixing 
rates.

Atomic fallout is apparently 
moved about in much the same 
way, so “ we are not helpless in 
our control of fallout" or of poll­ 
en, Dr. Herman A. Heise of Mil­ 
waukee, Wis., said today. 
“ We can avoid much of it by 
staying in the w arm er city ra ­ 
ther than in the cooler country. 
Smoke screens and the resulting 
clouds prevent radiation of heat, 
thus 
minimizing 
fallout," 
he 
told the Aerospace Medical As­ 
sociation. 
“ Our findings indicate we can 
prophesy pollen counts as accu­ 
rately as we can prophesy the 
w eather,” he said. “ Yesterday’s 
(pollen) counts may be interest­ 
ing, but tomorrow's estimate 
has practical value" for victims 
of hay fever. 
Heise and associates, in a pri­ 
vate plane, trapped and counted 
pollen grains and mold spores 
at heights up to 20,000 feet. 
A simple mechanism seems 
chiefly responsible for the rising 
and falling of these solid parti­ 
cles, he said. 
"When the earth is heated by 
the sun. the lighter w arm er air 
at the surface balloons upward 
through the cooler air, causing 
instability, and the upward cur­ 
rents carry the tiny solid parti­ 
cles into the clouds and haze 
layer," Heise said.

By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The churning Mississippi Riv­ 
er swirled through the Quincy 
area in west-central Illinois to­ 
day. while 140 miles upriver 
weakened dikes were battered 
in the Quad Cities of Iowa and 
Illinois.

Floodwaters rolled over more 
than 5.600 acres of farm land 
south of Quincy, but most of the 
city of 45.000 residents is situ­ 
ated on bluffs and is safe. 
More than 15 square blocks of 
the business district were inun-1 
dated in Hannibal, a city of 20.-; 
000. 
The river burst a levee in the 
South Quincy drainage district.1 
and engulfed more than 5,600 
acres. Some 150 persons were 
evacuated. 
Illinois 57 south ul Quincy was 
closed and most rail traffic was 
stopped. Highway 36 and the 
Mark Twain Bridge were in 
danger of being closed. 
Two National Guardsmen on 
the South Quincy levee when it 
broke were rescued by boats. 
About 24 miles south of Quin­ 
cy. the 550 residents of Hull. 111., 
were ready to leave. Officials 
said the levees protecting the 
town would not hold 
In Hannibal. 23 families were 
evacuated from low areas as 
the river reached its highest 
level in history. Hannibal has no 
levee. 
Civil Defense workers used a 
l>oat to patrol against looting in 
the flooded Hannibal business 
district. The U.S. Weather Bu­ 
reau predicted a 25'¿-foot crest 
Sunday.

Court Rules 
Estate Tax 
Payments 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
beneficiaries of certain kinds of 
flight insurance must pay es­ 
tate taxes on amounts they re­ 
ceive. 
Justice Hugo L. Black deliv­ 
ered the 8-1 decision. Justice 
William O. Douglas noted a dis­ 
sent. 
The decision turned on the 
court’s holding that, for a bene­ 
ficiary to be exempted from 
estate tax. the person whose life 
is insured must surrender all 
elements of ownership of the 
policy. 
Black said nothing in his opin­ 
ion was to be taken as meaning 
that a policyholder is without 
power “ to divest himself of all 
incidents of ownership over his 
insurance policy by a proper 
gift or assignment, so as to bar 
its inclusion in his gross es­ 
tate .”

Unless you're a traveling salesman, you 
don't move every day of the week. 
So when you do move it's only nat­ 
ural that you'll have some questions 
about it. 
How should I go about choos­ 
ing a m over? How do m overs 
charge? Should I do the packing 
m yself? T h ese are som e of the 
things you may want to know. 
Here are some of the answers: 


How do moving companies charge? 
It depends on how far you're going. 
If you r m ove is a lo ca l, in-tow n 
m ove, you w ill b e charged by the hour. Does this 
mean you should choose the company with the low­ 
est hourly rate? Not at all. A company with low rates 
and poorly trained moving men could wind up cost­ 
ing you more because the men would take so much 
longer to do the job. Better trained moving men can 
actually save you money. 
f 
If your move is long distance, the moving company 
will not charge you by the hour. Length of time they 
take has nothing to do with it. You'll be charged by 
the weight of your possessions and the distance you 
are moving. The weight of your possessions is deter­ 
mined at an official weight station after they have 
been loaded on the moving van. 


Should you call a large moving company if you have 
only a small amount of furniture? Some people have 
the idea that just 
b e c a u s e th e y 
only have a few 
p ieces of furni­ 
ture to m ove, a 
la r g e m o v in g 
company would 
not be interested 
in th em . T h e y 
feel that the only 
m oving com pa­ 
nies that would 
b e in te r e s te d 
would b e small 
on es. D on’t kid 
yourself. A large moving company wants your busi­ 
ness. No matter how small your move is. The reason 
most big companies got big was because they did a 
good job on a lot of small moves. 


What is an estimate? How is it different from the final 
cost? An estimate is really only an educated guess at 
what your move will cost. It is made by a representa­ 
tive of the moving company who comes to your home 
and, by looking at your possessions, tries to deter­ 
mine the approximate cost of the move. These repre­ 
sentatives are usually quite experienced and can 


make a pretty ciose guess. But, of course, 
it is impossible to know exactly what 
the m ove w ill cost until it is com ­ 
pleted. W hen the representative of 
the m oving com pany com es to 
make an estimate, be sure to show 
him everything you plan to move 
(don't forget the 300-lb. trunk in 
the garage, for example). He can't 
give you a good estimate without 
your help. 


W hat happens if som ething gets 
broken? Check the insurance coverage 
that moving com panies give. You'll 
find that unless you make other arrangements, the 
standard liability set forth by federal and state com­ 
merce commissions is 30C per pound per item. This 
is not enough coverage for most of your possessions. 
So it's a good idea to ask your mover about additional 
coverage. 


Should you do your own 
packing? If you have your 
possessions packed by the 
moving company it will cost 
you extra. Som e people 
would rather do this work 
them selves and save the 
money. However, the pack­ 
ers from moving companies 
have more experience and 
better m aterials than you 
do. For these reasons, you 
should give a great deal of 
thought to having them 
pack your breakable pos­ 
sessions. Most of the better 
moving companies, for ex­ 
am ple, h ave cartons with individual "ce ll-lik e " 
compartments (something like a honeycomb). These 
compartments prevent one fragile item from touching 
another fragile item. In tests, cartons like this have 
been dropped from two-story windows, with no dam­ 
age to the delicate contents. 


What else should you know? Here are a few extra tips 
that may help make your moving day a little easier: 
(1) Moving

(2) If you're planning to ship Bowser (or any oa your 
pets), keep these things in mind: (a) Movers are not 
allowed to carry pets, so you'll have to ship them 
some other way. (b) Be sure 
the crates for your pets con­ 
form to the rules of the ship­ 
pers. (c) Use direct flights or 
train trips, (d) Have a friend 
meet them at the other end. 
(3) Som etim es the obvi­ 
ous can be overlooked. In 
the h u stle and b u stle of 
moving don't forget such 
everyday arrangements as 
giving the post office your 
forwarding address, or ar­ 
ranging to have utilities and 
phone service cut off at your 
old home and turned on at 
your new one. 
(4) W h e n you ma k e a 
long distance move, be pre­ 
pared to pay with something other than a personal 
check. 
All moving companies require payment in cash, 
traveler's check, m oney order, or certified check 
when your furniture is delivered. Otherwise, they 
can't release your possessions. 


How should you go about getting a moving company? 
Don't use the eenie, meenie, miney, moe method o' 
choosing a mover. 
Don't choose an "unknown." 
The best way to make sure you get a good move is 
to choose a moving company with a good reputation. 
Ask your friends. Check with one of your neighbors 
who has moved recently.

equipment and better trained men. A reputable com­ 
pany will be more experienced and give your furni­ 
ture moie care. A reputable company will try to help 
you, not keep you in the dark.

HAFB Mamed For World War I Hero 


(EDITORS NOTE—This is 
mother in a series of articles 
on the history of Hamilton Air 
Force Base, dedicated 38 years 
ago on May 12.)

With land obtained for an air 
field in North Marin, another 
controversy arose — over what 
to name it. 
The secretary of war announ­ 
ced that the base was to be 
named in honor of Lt. Lloyd A. 
Hamilton, who was an Air Corps 
p i l o t killed in action during 
World War 1. 


Some Marin citizens were 
incensed at this. It was not 
that Lieutenant H a m i l t o n 
should not be honored, but 
that he had no connection with 
either the Bay Area or Cali­ 
fornia. 


Rep. Florence P. Kahn, who 
sponsored the bill to get finances 
for the base, proposed that it 
be named “ Derby Field*’ in 
honor of an East Bay pilot who 
was killed on a test flight in 
Dayton, Ohio. 
The Army officials stuck to 
their guns, and Hamilton Field 
it became. 
Lloyd Andrews Hamilton was 
born in Troy, N. Y., June 13, 
1894. He enlisted in the Army 
on April 2«, 1917 and received 
his pilot’s officer commission in 
March, 1918 


LT. LLOYD A. HAMILTON 
For whom the base was named 


less than a touch of genius in 
designing Hamilton Field. He 
said his aim to build a base 
that not only would be the 
most functional, but also the 
most beautiful air base in the 
nation. 


In 90 doing, he aimed to pre­ 
serve as much of the natural 
beauty of the oak-studded hill­ 
sides as possible. In keeping 
with California tradition, he said 
he would construct the buildings 
, in Spanish style. 


Captain Nurse set up head- 


lic works program allotted $3,- 
698,302 to Hamilton Field. By 
the end of that year, the weekly 
payroll had reached $30,000. 


Col. Don L. H u t c h i n s was 
named the first base command­ 
er on June 27,1933. 
: 
By 1934, the base had reached 
such a stage of development th a t! 
the Seventh Bombardment Group 
was scheduled to move onto the 
base. Its coming was anticipated 
by a detachment of service per- j 
sonnel f r o m the 70th Service 
S q u a d r o n , transfered from 
March Field. 


The field had already been 
u s e d for gunnery practice 
starting Feb. 21, 1933, when a 
squadron from Crissy Field 
used it. The 93rd Observation 
Squadron from Crissy Field 
recorded an unusual problem 
in bombing practice at Hamil­ 
ton. Hogs ate tbe targets be­ 
fore the squadron could use 
them. 


On Dec. 1, 1934. a flight of 
24 Martin B-12 bombers arrived 
from March Field, although not 
all the facilities were yet com­ 
pleted. Six more bombers ar­ 
rived a day later. The remaining 
personnel came by train on 
Dec. 4. 


With the arrival of this Sev­ 
enth Bombardment Group of 
three squadrons, the base had 
a population of 89 officers and

Captain Nurse continued on 
constructing the base until May 
19, 1935, when he was assigned 
to construct Hickam Field, Ha­ 
waii.

Dixie School Board Faces 
$250,000 Budget Increase 


Trustees of the Dixie School 
District last night saw a rec­ 
ommended budget for fiscal 1956 
of S2.016.294, or $251,968 over the 
current budget. 
Supt. Dennie B, Willis said the 
biggest cause for increase is the 
proposed addition of 15 teachers 
next year. They are needed be 
cause average daily attendance, 
at 3.806 this year, is expected 
to go to 4.200 next year. 
Also added in the budget pro­ 
posed by Willis are a second 
school psychologist, a n o t h e r 
nurse and a part-time speech 
therapist. 
Willis said the budget will 
necessitate a reduction of $50.000 
in reserves. 
Trustees discussed the budget 
for an hour and 45 minutes. j 
They took no action on it but 
indicated that a finance commit­ 
tee will soon be appointed to 
study it. 
The Dixie School D i s t r i c t 
board also: 
1. Decided against acquisition 
of property at the west end of 
Manuel Freitas Boulevard for a 
iirhool slt£ 
2. Elected Earl Koehler chair­ 
man of the board, 
replacing 
Lawrence I. Kram er Jr., who 


resigned from the Dixie board 
to take a seat on the San Rafael 
Board of Education. Melvin Stid­ 
ham was elected clerk. 
3. Authorized a contract with 
Robert Scheirbeck, a r e c e n t 
Ford Foundation fellow studying 
at University of California at 
Los Angeles, to become prin­ 
cipal of the new Dixie School at 
$11,791 a year. 
4. Authorized an application . j _ 1wo 
for federal funds for a district I aru8s* 
guidance, counseling and testing 
program under the national de­ 
fense education act. Total cost 
would be $8.169 with the district 
paying half. 
5. Authorized a contract with 
Jack Danielson at $11,791 a year 
as the district's second psychol­ 
ogist. 
6. Authorized a contract with 
Clark Matthiessen as a begin­ 
ning teacher at $5,000 a year. 


California Republican League, 
founded four months ago as a 
“ rallying point for reasonable, 
non - extremist 
Republicans,” 
hopes to have 50,000 members 
by next March. 
This prediction came yester­ 
day from William P. Gray, 53, 
state president of the league, 
who toured Marin as part of a 
statewide membership drive. 
If the prediction comes true, 
California Republican League 
will become the largest GOP en­ 
dorsing organization 
in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Gray, a Pasadena lawyer and 
lormer president of the State 
Bar Assn., was accompanied by 
Mrs. Lee Sherry of Fairfax, vice 
chairman of the State Republi­ 
can Central 
Committee, 
and 
Tally P. Matrangelo of Sausa- 
lito, chairman of the Marin 
c h a p t e r of the Republican 
League. 
Caspar W. Weinberger, past 
state chairman of the Republi­ 
can Central Committee, 
and 
Joseph Martin Jr., national com­ 
mitteeman from 1960 to 1964, 
joined Gray at a cocktail recep­ 
tion held in their honor last 
evening at Sabella’s restaurant 
In the four months since its 
organization, the California Re­ 
publican League has grown to 
an organization of 2,000 to 2,500 
members, said Gray. “ I ’m an 
optimist,” he added. “ I antici 
pate of membership of 50,000 by 
endorsing time next March.” 
Gray 
announced 
that 
CRL 
hopes to hold its pre-primary en 
dorsing convention sometime in 
March. 
“ We want to provide a rally 
ing point for all Republicans ol' 
reasonable, non-extremist politi 
cal thought,” said Gray. 
“ We 
want to attract Republicans who 
have been disenchanted or given 


up. We hope to re-kindle enthu­ 
siasm and nominate for gov­ 
ernor a person who has the best 
chance of defeating the Demo­ 
crats.” 
“ I’m afraid that a candidate 
who 
represents 
the 
extreme 
right wing will go down to de- 
eat again,” Gray added. 
Gray said Sen. Thomas H. 
Kuchel and former San Fran­ 
cisco Mayor George Christopher 
Doth would fit the description 
of what his group considers rea­ 
sonable and non-extremist. 
As for actor Ronald Reagan, 
Gray said he is not so sure be­ 
cause he has not met the actor 
and does not know precisely 
what Reagan’s political philoso- 
3hy is. 
Gray declared his group does 
not want the support of the John 
3irch Society. 
“ On the other hand, we wel­ 
come any reasonable Republi­ 
cans. But we do not intend to 
specifically try to woo members 
away from other groups; the de­ 
cision will be theirs,” said Gray. 
State Sen. John F. McCarthy 
and Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley, both of San Rafael, are 
members of the league. The 
Marin chapter, headed by Mas- 
trangelo, is one of 30 already or­ 
ganized. 
Mastrangelo said he hopes to 
round up a nucleus membership 
of about 300 around which he 
build the Marin organization.

yesterday. U.S. helicopter pilots 
c a u g h t about 60 Viet Cong 
trying to swim an estuary and 
machine-gunned them 
in the 
waters. The Americans estimat­ 
ed they killed about 40 of the 
swimmers. 


Two Americans were killed in 
fighting elsewhere in the delta 
south of Saigon yesterday. At 


least 18 Viet Cong dead were 
reported in that engagement. 
The American deaths brought 
the toll of U.S. combat fatalities 
in Viet Nam to 353 since Decem­ 
ber 1961. 
In the Kien Hoa operation, the 
government force attacked in 
landing craft from the sea and 
in helicopters, hoping to catch 
the Viet Cong in a pincer. The 
offensive was aimed at the ex­ 
treme 
eastern 
edge 
of 
the 
Thanh Phu district 60 miles 
south of Saigon. 
At Hoa Phuoc, a U.S. Marine 
patrol killed a Viet Cong guerril­ 
la outside the Da Nang airbase 
today. A young American rifle­ 
man was hit in the thigh by a 
sniper bullet. 
The patrol was carried out by 


Bravo Company of the 2nd Bat­ 
talion, 3rd Marine Regiment, 
which suffered four wounded in 
a skirmish with guerrillas last 
Saturday. 
The Marine operation today, 
carried out along a river and 
through this and other villages 
usually occupied by the Viet 
Cong, made contact twice with 
the enemy. 
The main purpose of the pa­ 
trol was to reconnoiter terrain. 
Though the assignment of tha 
Marine 9th Expeditionary Bri­ 
gade to Da Nang originally was 
described as a security move 
for defense of the base, the 
Marine Corps commandant an­ 
nounced there he had told his 
men “ to find the Viet Cong and 
kill them.”

Authority last Thursday voted to 
attem pt to purchase the 2.18- 
acre site for an estim ated $45,000 
and build on it the first of 200 
jlanned living units for M arin’s 
elderly. 
Speaking on today’s program 
were O m ar E . McNally, chair­ 
man of the county housing au­ 
thority;

ard Phenix, coordinator of the 
county’s c o m m u n ity services 
program , and Dr. M arjorie E. 
Belnap, chairm an of the Senior 
Citizens Advisory Com m ittee and 
m em ber of the housing author­ 
ity’s advisory com m ittee on low- 
rent housing. 
Ehrlich said that, though he 
voted for the site, it has some 
draw backs. He said the m ajor 
fault was “ the elderly, as a 
group, would be much happier 
living in the cities as a part 
of the com m unity. They should 
avoid isolation and have access 
to people of all ages.” 
He listed as points in favor 
of the site its proxim ity to the 
civic center and shopping areas. 
Erlich urged that the housing 
authority continue searching for 
a location for low-rent elderly 
housing within one of the cities 
He listed San Rafael, Novato 
and Mill Valley as cities that 
are desirable locations. 


McNally responded that there 
are three m ajor difficulties en­ 
countered in try ing to place low- 
rent housing projects within city 
lim its: 
the city council must 
agree on it, the voters m ust 
agree to it. and land m ust be 
found that is cheap enough. 
“ The Santa Venetia site, if we 
can get it, is the best site avail­ 
able,” he said. " It will be a 
)ioject we can all be proud of.” 
The site is also being consid­ 
ered as location for a convales­ 
cent hospital. 
Phenix agreed that it was the 
best available location for the 
jroject and said “ it is not per- 
ect, but if it were the land 
would probably be too expensive 
for our purposes.” 
Dr. Belnap reported rent in 
the project would run between 
$35 and $55 a month and said 
her 
com m ittee 
was 
satisfied 
with the site 
This is about as close to San 
R afael as we ever hoped the site 
would get,” she said.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)-The 
two brothers who flank Willie 
Mays 
in 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Giant outfield 
start swinging 
the bat the moment they leave 
the dugout. 
This positive attitude toward 
hitting a baseball has kept both 
Matty and Jesus Alou over and 
around the .400 mark so far. 
Matty, in the lineup only be­ 


cause Orlando Cepeda was slow 
to recover from an off-season 
knee operation, hit in the first 
nine games he appeared at the 
plate for an even .400 average 
through yesterday. 
His bigger kid brother was 
hitting .404. But little Matty hits 
with more power. He got the 
winning hit in four of the first 
seven San Francisco victories. 
“ I ’m hitting now like I always 


have,” says the 26-year-old Mat­ 
ty. 
“ I 
haven’t changed 
my 
style.” 
The 5-foot-9, 155-pound left­ 
hander has curbed a tendency 
to overswing and has joined the 
trend toward heavier bats by 
switching from 31 to 33 ounces. 
The 6-foot-2, 190-pound Jesus 
has yet to walk this season. His 
ability to hit bad pitches drives 
opposing hurlers to distraction 


and makes it impossible for the 
fielders to play him the same 
way twice. 
“ I think I hit bad pitches 
sometimes 
better 
than 
good 
ones,” says Jesus. “ But I ’m 
taking more pitches than last 
year.” 
“ They don’t take many, do 
they?” asks manager Herman 
Franks with a smile. “ I don’t 
tell them not to swing. No sir. 


Heck, I figure they'll learn the 
strike zone better as they go 
along.” 
After losing the Pacific Coast 
League batting title by one point 
at .323 in 1963, Jesus was called 
up from Tacoma. In one contest, 
all three Alou brothers played 
in the same San Francisco out­ 
field. But Felipe was traded to 
Milwaukee before the next sea­ 
son. 


Without 
Matty’s 
late-season 
hitting, the Giants couldn’t have 
won the National League pen­ 
nant in 1962. But at the end of 
the next season, he wrote San 
Francisco club owner Horace 
Stoneham asking to be played 
or traded. 
“ Last year, I started pretty 
good, too,” says Jesus. “ But 
usually I start slowly.” 


“ Me too,” said Matty from 
the adjoining dressing cubicle at 
Candlestick Park. “ Although in 
Triple-A ball once I got a good 
start.” 
Jesus hit .274 as a regular 
rookie in right-field last season, 
including six hits in one game. 
A severe spike injury to his leg 
cut him down late in the season. 
The hottest brothers in base­ 
ball are concerned about the 


situation in their home country, 
the Dominican Republic, where 
their mother, two sisters and a

“ I know he’s a good horse and 
I couldn’t help but be impressed 
by him?” Hartack said, ‘‘but 
he’ll have to prove himself Sat­ 
urday.” 
The combination of Bold I .ad 
and Hartack, who has won this 
famous race four times in six 
tries, is expected to go postward 
as the 9-5 favorite Saturday. 
Hartack said he wasn’t a bit 


nervous about sitting on the fa­ 
vorite in the Derby, explaining 
that “ it's just another race. One 
race means just as much to me 
as another.” 
No one ever has uncovered 
Hartack’s secret for winning the 
Derby, but his appearance has 
been the kiss of death for the 
rest of the field the last three 
times he has ridden. 
He won on Venetian Way in 
1960. 
Decidedly 
in 
1962 and 
Northern Dancer in 1964. He 
had no mounts in 1961 and 1963. 
Hartack also won the Derby 
in 1957 with Iron Liege. He fin­ 
ished second on Fabius in 1956 
and was 13th on Easy Spur in 


1959. Hartack was to have rid 
den Tim Tam, who won the Der­ 
by in 1958, but the jockey broke 
his leg and lost the mount. 
If 12 horses start in the 91st 
running of this first jewel of 
racing's Triple Crown, the race 
will have a gross value of $156,- 
000 with $113.500 going to the 
winner, $25.000 to the second 
place horse, $12,500 to third and 
$5,000 to fourth.

Phipps’ Wheatley Stable, came 
out of Tuesday's Derby Trial 
“ in fine shape — just the way 
he went into it. 


“ We’ll now wait and see about 
the Derby — at least I know, 
and feel, that he’s in shape for a 
top race.” Winfrey said. 
Hartack rode Bold Lad for the 
first time in the Trial, which the 
son of Bold Ruler won easily in 
the time of 1:35 1-5 for the mile. 
Bold Lad is expected to get 
his major challenge from Flori­ 
da Derby winner Native Charg­ 
er, California campaigner Luc­ 
ky Debonair, stretch running 
Hail to All, front running Flag 
Raiser and Tom Rolfe, who has 
won three of his four starts as a

But 
Nat couldn’t wait. A young fel­ 
low has to look out for the fu­ 
ture. 
“ The worst problem is what

Annual quarantine of mussels 
for human food goes into effect 
Saturday, according to Dr. Mal­ 
colm H. Merrill, state health 
director. It will remain until 
Oct. 31. 
Merrill said mussels may be

Watch Out For Swindlers 
Offering You 'Good Deals' 


The advent of summer weather is 
usually accompanied by an influx of 
promoters with a hundred different 
ideas on home and garden improve­ 
ment. 
We hasten to emphasize that legiti­ 
mate firms dealing in home improve­ 
m ent products, particularly if they 
have local roots, can be relied on to 
give the homeowner sound advice. 
But there will always be others of 
the hit-run type, who will come into 
the county to make a fast buck with 
fast talk and fancy sales pitch. 
The State Office of Consumer Coun­ 
sel periodically reminds consumers to 
beware of swindlers who pose as door- 
to-door salesmen. That warning is 
timely now, as Marin homeowners turn 
their thoughts to tidying up the house, 
adding a rumpus room, or rejuvenat­ 
ing their garden. 
News reports from throughout the 
country show that trusting Americans 
are fleeced almost every day by home 
improvement impostors. 
An elderly woman in Detroit was 
talked into having her roof waterproof­ 
ed for about $80. After an hour on the 
roof, they demanded and got $125 for 
the job. It was found to be worthless. 
The “special” spray was nothing more 
than cheap tar. 
Another homeowner bought a load 


of humus from a gardener who was 
just “passing through.” After he had 
“passed through” and was gone, the 
homeowner discovered he had bought 
sawdust liberally doused with old en­ 
gine oil. 
Sidings on homes by reputable con­ 
tractors may be just the t h i n g to 
brighten up the home and make it 
more durable. But sidings or repair 
jobs offered at “cost price” or at “a 
big discount for advertising purposes” 
should be taken with more than a grain 
of salt. 
The consumer counsel’s office gives 
tips on how to recognize a possible 
snow job: “When somebody tells you 
you can get something free, or can win 
a prize, or can earn easy extra money, 
this is the first clue that you may be 
dealing with a swindler.” 
When the “salesman” wants you to 
make up your mind right away because 
the offer will not be available tomor­ 
row, that is the “dead giveaway.” 
Laws have been and are being de­ 
vised to protect the consumer from the 
unscrupulous promoter. 
However, the best protection against 
fraudulent operators is a wary public 
which refuses to be panicked into im­ 
pulsive action and which ascertains the 
dependability of the salesman’s firm 
before making cash deposits or signing 
contracts.

SACRAMENTO (C N S l-T h e 
problem of public entities op­ 
erating businesses in competi­ 
tion with private enterprise is 
one which comes before the

This year is no exception, 
with two bills before the As­ 
sembly designed to put two 
transit districts in the charter 
bus business. 


THE FIRST is AB 2478. by 
Assemblyman F. Douglas F e r­ 
rell.

which 
would allow the Metropolitan 
Transit District help run pri­ 
vate enterprise out of business, 
and the second is AB 2737. by 
Assemblyman William T. Bag­ 
ley, R-San Rafael, a measure 
affecting 
the 
M arm 
County 
transit district. 
It 
is 
understandable 
that 


various transit districts would 
like to have their franchises 
include the right to engage in 
the charter bus business, par­ 
ticularly those which want to 
show at least a “ break even” 
ledger sheet. Few transit dis­ 
tricts operate in the black, 
with the result that they are 
subsidized by the taxpayers of 
the district to maintain a need­ 
ed transportation service. 


The difference between regu­ 
lar transportation as provided 
by the districts and the charter 
bus service some of them seek 
to engage in is that private 
enterprise does not engage in 
regular transportation activi­ 
ties. but is actively engaged 
in furnishing equipment for 
charter services. Thus the two 
fields, while using substantial­ 
ly the same type of equipment, 
are two separate lines of busi­ 
ness.

THE STATE has been reas­ 
onably meticulous in the past 
about keeping away from the 
fields of private enterprise. 
For 
instance, 
San 
Quentin 
Prison 
operates 
a 
furniture 
factory, but none of the prod­ 
ucts of this establishment go 
on the open market. The state 
itself is the only customer. 


Even in the field of agricul­ 
ture, when the state operated 
a farm and a cannery, the 
only 
customers 
were 
state 
institutions. 


So keeping the state out of 
the charter bus business is 
nothing new or unusual. The 
districts seeking to engage in 
the business obtain their au­ 
thority for operations from the 
State Legislature and. conse­ 
quently, m ay be termed a state 
operation. 


GOING 
INTO 
the charter 
bus business would be some­ 
thing like public entities open­ 
ing up grocery stores or other 
retail 
establishments. 
When 
the needs are filled by private 
enterprise, there appears to be 
no good reason for the public 
activity to compete with its 
own citizens. 
The state, cities and coun­ 
ties collect no taxes from the 
publicly operated transit sys­ 
tem. They do collect from the 
private charter lines, which 
are buyers of equipment and 
employers of hundreds of peo­ 
ple whose jobs would be jeop­ 
ardized in the event the lines 
were forced to meet public, 
tax-subsidized competition. 
There appears to be not a 
great deal of danger that either 
the Ferrell bill or the Bagley 
hill will get very far in the 
State Legislature. The sam e 
type of m easure was tried two 
years ago and wound up in 
the wastebasket after respon­ 
sible legislators had opportu­ 
nity to digest just what such 
m easures 
would 
do 
to 
the 
economy.

WASHINGTON W - Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson likes 
to think he is expressing an 
American consensus when he 
does 
something. 
But 
he 
is 
running 
into 
some 
divided 
opinion on his policy in Viet 
Nam. 
He is sensitive to criticism 
but he is being criticized on 
what is happening in Southeast 
Asia. Among the critics: Some 
students, 
some 
professors, 
some segments of the press, 
some m embers of Congress, 
particularly in his own Demo­ 
cratic Party. 


BUT HE IS getting it from 
the 
Communists, 
too. 
Red 
China’s premier, Chou En-lai, 
branded 
Johnson’s 
call 
for 
“ unconditional discussions” on 
Viet Nam a “ plot.” The .So­ 
viet Union says the United 
States is threatening Southeast 
Asia with “ nuclear blackmail.” 


Recently Sen. J. W. Ful- 
bright, 
D-Ark., chairm an of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, suggested a tem ­ 
porary halt in the U. S. bomb­ 
ing of North Viet Nam in an 
effort to encourage the Reds 
to negotiate. 
After that m embers of Ful- 
bright’s committee staff said 
they got hundreds of letters 
and that 90 per cent of them 
supported his proposal. 


B U T F O R M E R President 
Dwight D. 
Eisenhower fully 
supports Johnson, and so does 
former Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon. 
Johnson has had 
vigorous support from the Sen­ 
ate’s Republican leader, Ever­ 
ett M. Dirksen of Illinois. 
This is a switch from what 
happened to President Harry 
Trum an in the early days of 
the Korean War when it was 
going badly. Republicans were 
on his back. But in all this one 
point may get overlooked. 
Johnson got a blank check 
from Congress last Aug. 7 to 


do what he is doing. At that 
time both houses approved a 
resolution giving the president 
approval in advance for any 
action he might take in the 
Southeast Asia crisis. 


THE HOUSE voted 416 to Q 
for this, the Senate 88 to 2. 
The two dissenters were Dem­ 
ocrats, Sens. Wayne Morse of 
Oregon and Ernest Gruening 
of Alaska. They are now two 
of his most persistent critics, 
particularly Morse. 
Monday, 
Morse 
denounced 
American policy in Viet Nam, 
calling it “ immoral and god­ 
less.” 
He said Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and .Secretary 
of Defense Robert M cNamara 
should 
have 
been 
removed 
long ago. 
Gruening complains Johnson 
is being advised by warhawks 
and called the situation “ hope­ 
less.” 


THE JOHNSON administra- 
tion, stinging under all this, 
is reacting. Monday, McNa­ 
m ara held a news conference 
to explain what is happening. 
Last week Rusk, in a speech, 
charged criticism of the U. S. 
policy with talking "nonsense.’ 
The State Department savs 
it is stepping up speech-mak­ 
ing 
appearances 
by foreign 
policy officers to discuss Viet 
Nam in response to mounting 
requests from around the coun­ 
try. 
In all this some of the basic 
positions on both sides get 
lost. The Johnson position, put 
out by the State Department, 
goes like this: 


THE PROBLEM is Commu­ 
nist aggression and the South 
Vietnamese 
asked 
American 
help; the United States will 
pull out when the Reds decide 
to leave their neighbors alone; 
to pull out before then would 
be throwing 14 million South 
Vietnamese to the mercy of 
communism. 


INSIDE WASHINGTON 
Reds Try To Split 
South Viet Nam Road

WASHINGTON—If the best 
U. S. intelligence can be trust­ 
ed. the strange noises em anat­ 
ing from Hanoi and Peking can 
be compared to the under­ 
ground rumblings that some­ 
times precede great landscape- 
changing earthquakes. 
The Communist Viet Cong 
“ main force” —organized and 
trained as formal tactical units 
—are being regrouped south of 
the big U.S. air base at Da 
Nang to launch a drive to split 
South Viet Nam. 


FIFTE EN 
OR 
more 
bat­ 
talions, many equipped with 
North 
Vietnamese-led 
heavy 
weapons 
units 
of 
recoilless 
rifles and mortars, have been 
identified in Quangnam and 
Quangngai provinces. 
These 
“ elite” 
Communist 
forces are expected to spear­ 
head the drive to split South 
Viet Nam in two from Laos to 
the South China Sea coastline. 
The strategy is to close the 
north-south Highway I, cutting 
off the Da Nang air base from 
Saigon, where the U.S. mili­ 
tary command is located. 
This ominous threat is the 
reason behind President Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson’s emergency 
decision to increase American 
forces in South Viet Nam. 


HE HAS APPROVED the 
commitment of the equivalent 
of another U. S. Army combat 
division to Viet Nam the next 
few weeks in a desperate ef­ 
fort to block the Communist 
tactical move. 
If necessary, these troops 
(approximately 20,000« will go 
directly into combat in a m a ­ 
jor U.S. effort to blunt the

new Communist offensive and 
avoid a land encirclement of 
the strategic Da Nang air base. 


A division of South Viet Nam 
by the Reds would mean that 
the air base and its Third 
Division 
Marine 
defenders 
could be supplied only by sea, 
requiring a major naval opera­ 
tion. By moving in anti-air­ 
craft guns, the Communists 
might even be able to "neu­ 
tralize” the base and its sev­ 
eral hundred U. S. and South 
Vietnamese aircraft. 
The seriousness of the situa­ 
tion is indicated by the brief­ 
ing one high-ranking military 
officer gave a group of con­ 
gressmen. 


“ YOU 
WOULD 
think 
we 
were fighting an Indian war, 
the way the Marines are being 


forced to defend ‘Fort’ 
Da 
Nang.” he said. "The political 
controls are so tight that the 
Marines must keep Washing­ 
ton advised of all patrols out­ 
side their defense perimeter. 
It reminds you of Custer’s last 
stand. The Marines were never 
trained to fight that kind of 
w ar.” 
While the Communists ara 
expected to launch probing ac­ 
tions against the Da Nang de­ 
fenses, reports from Saigon 
indicate that Viet Cong shock 
troops will avoid a head-on 
clash with the tough Marines 
until they succeed in cutting 
South Viet Nam in two. 
If that should happen. Ho 
Chi Minh is expected to ac­ 
cept President Johnson’s offer 
of "unconditional discussions” 
and bring Viet Cong officials 
as part of his delegation. 


WHEN HE VISITED Wash­ 
ington last month. Ambassador 
Maxwell Taylor made an ad­ 
vance payment on a new lux­ 
ury apartm ent in a swank resi­ 
dential area of the capital The 
apartment is scheduled to ha 
ready by fall, raising specula­ 
tion that Taylor may he shift­ 
ed from Saigon to a high-level 
job in Washington. 
The American Conservative 
Union, formed to provide lead­ 
ership and influence U. S. pub­ 
lic opinion, is urging President 
Johnson to set up a "Liberation 
Committee” 
for 
North 
Viet 
Nam. It proposes that “ the 
U. S. should allow the setting 
up in South Viet Nam of a Lib­ 
eration Committee for North 
Viet Nam which could enlist 
guerrillas for activity in North 
Viet Nam.

THAT SECTION of Corte 
M adera east of Highway 101 
has been flexing its political 
muscles during the past few 
weeks. 
The area includes about half 
the population of the town, and 
a sizable portion of the popula­ 
tion of the Larkspur School 
District, although some of the 
residents live 
in the 
Reed 
Union School District. 
It was the vote in that area 
which killed the six-cent rec­ 
reation tax measure for the 
town, and which turned down 
unification 
in 
the 
Larkspur 
district. 


IT WAS ALSO that area 
which elected Howard C. Har­ 
vey and defeated Jack L. Men- 
gel on the Larkspur School 
District board. Harvey would 
have run last in the five-man 
race had it not been for the 
“ friends and neighbors” vote 
in his own area. 
That group of relatively new 
subdivision and relatively new 
county residents, mostly with 
commuter 
families, 
is 
also 
blessed with the highest tax 
rate in Marin County. Both 
Reed and Larkspur school dis­ 
tricts levy among the highest 
taxes in Marin. 
Both districts also last year 
instituted 
the 
seventh 
and 
eighth grade override taxes. 
These 
overrides are 
school 
taxes which may be levied 
without voter approval to pay 
for the extra costs of educa­ 
tion of seventh and eighth

THERE IS NO LIMIT to 
this override provision, which 
passed the State Legislature a 
year ago by a parliamentary 
fluke. Other districts in Marin, 
so far, have avoided the tax, 
although 
recent 
unification 
election 
results 
may 
make 
some districts resort to the 
revenue source. 
Still, Kentfield School Dis­ 
trict Supt. Howard C. Harmon 
has said that his board is un­ 
likely to use the special over­ 
ride, in spite of defeat of a tax 
increase election, “ because the 
board members feel imposing 
such a tax is immoral.” 
Actually, Mengel’s demise in 
the district may date back to 
two years ago. 


AT THE BUDGET session 
in 1963, the school board, by a 
3-2 vote, approved a $2,000 an­ 
nual pay increase for Supt.

Pressure can be expected to 
hold the line on budgets. 
Meanwhile, the next step, 
politically, will be the Corte 
Madera Town Council, with an 
election next year. The east 
part of the town might easily 
end up with complete political 
control. 


OF COURSE, 
there is a 
chance 
that 
Larkspur 
and 
Corte Madera will have m erg­ 
ed into one city by then, but 
that chance is slim.

FDR. 
TOO, 
believed 
any 
problem could be solved by 
legislation: During the mem­ 
orable 100 days his lieutenants 
introduced bills with the in­ 
junction that not a sacred word 
could be changed—and a “ja ” 
Congress 
passed 
them 
all, 
often without reading them. 
(There are turncoats among 
his old intimates who have 
written that even FDR didn’t 
read them all.) 
Anything went — provided a 
good man who believed in 
Roosevelt suggested it. Profes­ 
sor Tugwell had a vision one 
night of founding a colony in 
New Jersey for garment work­ 
ers, an idyllic paradise where 
union members at the end of 
the day might find surcease 
from the glare of the city and 
discover tranquility and mean­ 
ing in nature’s more restful 
green.

blessing — which meant the 
votes, too—of the union.

TRIES FINESSE 
West opens the four of spades 
to the ace. South tries a finesse 
with the jack on the spade re­ 
turn, losing to the queen. Back 
comes a spade to the king. 
South goes after the diamonds, 
and East gets in with the king 
Now East must return the right 
suit. 
If East returns a club, South 
takes nine fast tricks; if East 
returns a heart, West runs the 
spades to defeat the contract. 


EXPERT SIGNAL 
How does East know which 
•cc his partner holds? In cham- j 
pionship play, East should know; 
there is no need for him to 
guess. 
The piay of the first two tricks 
makes it clear that South has , 
only the king of spades left. 
West can lead any of his three 
spades and South will still have 
to play the king. 
Instead of picking a spade at 
random, West chooses a parti­ 
cular spade to show where his 
side strength is. 


LOWEST SPADE 
West would return his lowest 
spade, the deuce, if he had side 
strength 
in 
the 
lowest 
suit 
(clubs). In this case, West has 
side strength in the highest suit 
(hearts), and therefore West re­ 
turns his highest spade (the 
eight) at the third trick. 
When East takes the king of 
diamonds, he knows that he 
must lead a heart, and this lead 
defeats the contract. 
Now, if the college students 
who worked this hand out cor­ 
rectly will work as hard on In­ 
tegral Calculus, maybe we’ll 
win the space race.

VIENNA—A new type of cold 
war, in which France and Spain 
joined forces with the Soviet 
bloc against the rest of Europe 
and the United States, was evi­ 
dent during the recent meeting 
of CIRC here in Vienna.

W ASHINGTON uF—Dr. Harold 
C. Urey, Nobel Prize-winning 
nuclear physicist, estimates Red 
China can develop a nuclear de­ 
livery system within five years. 
Dr. Vrey told members of the 
Overseas Writers Club yesterday 
that the Peking regime can pro­ 
duce hydrogen bombs by a rela­ 
tively simple process. 
Urey said Dr. Kiaus Fuchs, 


convicted British atomic spy, 
evidently transmitted the tech­ 
nique which the Chinese used to 
develop the gaseous diffusion 
plant used to produce the bomb. 
“ If the Chinese are able to 
make a gaseous d i f f u s i o n 
plant,” the University of Cali­ 
fornia p h y s i c i s t said, “ they 
would have no difficulty making 
rockets to deliver nuclear weap­ 
ons.”
